Speech Before a nicotine; Called by the 


National Farty. 


Havana, Jan. 15.—At a meeting held 


in Havana Sunday under the auspices 
of the propaganda committee of the 
national party, Seno Pita said that 
Cuba would always lie a bone o£ con- 
tention because of her situation, and 
that the Cubans, if they desired to pre- 
serve their individuality, must unite 
as one man. 


Gen. Sanchez, who was one of the 


principal speakers, said: 
"Until re- 


cently Cubans had feared that the 
Americans were not going to fulfill the 
pledge of the joint resolution nf the 
United 
States 
congress.

McKinley has set these fears at rest. 
It, however, at the end of 1900 Cubans 
should still see that the American gov- 
ernment was only pretending, there 
would yet, remain many who would be 
ready to die in the defense of Cuba."

BRYAN IS SEEKING 


A POLITICAL ISSUE 


He is Going to Washington to Urge 


Democrats 
to 
Be, More 


Active in Congress. 


Washington, Jan. 15- Mr. Bryan is 


to be in Washington this week, and his 
coming is awaited with a great deal of 
interest by the democratic leaders. It 
is understood that Mr. Bryan wants to 
have a council oC war, during his stay 
here, and if possible to agree upon a 
plan for the campaign of 1900. In 
other words, he and the democratic 
spokesmen of the senate and house are 
to make an effort to get together and 
find where they are "at." 


Up to this time they appear to have 


been merely scratching around in the 
political ground for an issue without 
daring to go very far in any direction 
for fear of having to take the back track 
later on. It is also said that Mr. Bryan 
ia anxious to have more ginger put into 
the work ot the democratic leaders here. 


He thinks they a-e rather slow and 


are not making the most of their op- 
portunities. They havo Ihe ear ot the 
country every day through the news- 
papers and according to the accounts 
of Mr. Bryan's views which reach us 
here he believes they are not giving a 
good account of themselves. 


He wants things made more lively, 
*ith more enunciation of democratic 
doctrine, more condemnation of the ad- 
ministration and the republican party 
in general. 
During hie stay here Bryan 


is expected to make an effort to arrive at 
some sort of agreement as to just how 
far the democracy should go in opposing 
expansion, and as to just what it should 
do on the money quebtion. Mr. Bryan 
may have some difficulty in clearing'the 
decks for battle ia a way that will be 
satisfactory to himself.

Passage of Gold Standard 


Bill Debate on Which 


Began Today. 


EFFECTS OF THE BILL 


Results of the New Legislation 


Likely to he Lasting and 


Far-Reaching. 


Officials Cannot Evade the Provisions 


Without Courting Impeachment— 
Sale of Bonds to Maintain the Re- 
serve is Mandatory—It 
is Only 


Affirmative of the Existing Law 
Secretary of the Treasury Directed 
to Obtain Gold. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 15—The pas- 


sage oC the gold standard bill upon 
which the real debate began in the senate 
today, will mark an epoch in American 
financial history. 
The measure hae not 


attracted the attention it deserves, be- 
cause of the completeness of the tri- 
umph of the gold standard idea in the 
public mind and the seeming collapse of 
the opposition. 


Effects of the new legislation are 


likely to be lasting and far reaching, 
and among the questions about tho 
measure casually being asked are these: 


What arc its Reuoml scope and purposes';" 
"Just 11 on- does the Mil establish the cola 
itnndaiflY" 


"How is the standard to be maintained?" 
"Could Mr. Bryan, undur tho bill overthrow 
tho sold standard?" 


"What is the machinery which would compel 


linn, if elected president, to maintain tho u-old 
standard?" 


"How will the bill affect the currency?'' 
"Will tho currency bo contracted under tlio 
operation of tin; bill?" 


"Wliat will bo the elloct of tho adoption of 


(lie gold standard upon political parties?" 


"Will the gold standard liolp tho country in 
tho fit-lit, for foreign marlcotsi" 


Only AtttruiH Existing I.aw. 


The bill is; in a sense, only the affirma- 


tion ot existing law, but it is intended to 
put the law beyond dispute and to plant 
the United States as firmly upon the 
gold standard as the other "groat com- 
mercial countries. 


The United State wilj make no new 


demand upon the gold supply by the 
definite adoption of the gold' standard. 
Gold has been the standard since the 
resumption of specie payments in 1879. 
There has bean dispute both as to its 
legality and wisdom but this dispute 
will be settled definitely ns to legality 
when the pending bill 'becomes a law, 


Provides I'or Its Eufortiemuul. 


Questions as to how the standard is 


to be maintained, and whether Mr. Bryan, 
if elected president, could neglect or 
refuse to recognize the gold standard and 
pay out silver for public 
duties', are 


answered by the statement that all the 
machinery for maintaining the standard 
is provided in the bill by the creating 
of large gold funds in the treasury and 
mandatory direction to the secretary of 
the treasury to maintain this fund. 


No president and no secretary of the 


treasury can throw the country off the 
gold standard without such direct and 
palpable violation of the law that they 
will be liable to impeachment. 
They 


might have pleaded lack of means for 
maintaining 
the standard heretofore, 


even while maintaining that it ought to 
be maintained. Their mouths will be 
closed against such excuses by the gold 
standard law. 


Secretary Blunt riet Gold. 


If these funds aro reduced or ex- 


hausted by the presentations for re- 
demption of large amounts of green- 
backs and treasury notes, as was the 
case in 1894 and'l895, the secretary of 
the treasury is directed to obtain gold. 
The senate bill gives him these four 
means ot doing this. 


By exchanging the notes which have 


been redeemed for any gold coin in the 
general fund of the treasury. 


By accepting deposits of gold coin at 


the treasury or at any sub treasury in 
exchange for notes. 


By procuring gold coin by tho use of 


the notes. This rtieans that the secre- 
tary of the treasury may buy gold any- 
where, paying commissions and ofenrges. 
it this seems to him the best method of 
obtaining it. 


Jssue of Honds Mandatory. 


By the issue of gold 3 per cent bonds. 


This part of the bill is mandatory. The 
other methods of restoring the' reserve 
are made "the duty of the secretary of 
the treasury," but excuse might be found 
for evading them upon the ground that 
tho reserve had not been sufficiently 
reduced to impair confidence. 


Hanks May Increase Circulation 


Both the senate and the house bills 


permit banks to increase their note cir- 
culation to the par value of the bonds , 
pledged. 
The banks are now permitted j 


to issue notes to the amount of only 90 
per cent of the par value of the bonds. 
This will give an increase of currency of 
about 824'000,000. 


Sound-money men declare the adop- 


tion of the gold standard will strengthen 
the republican party, which is chiefly 
responsible for the pending bills and 
draw into its ranks the conservative 
business element of the country.

It is probable that the French 
consul will be recalled soon.

republicans intend to hold the state 
offices, no matter what decision may be 
reached in the Goebel contest, now he- 
fore the Kentucky legislature, vanished 
this morning when Governor 
Taylor

\t the last meeting of the common 


council, Chief Engineer John C. Spencor 
submitted his annual report, as fol- 
lows: 
To tho Honorable Mayornncl Common 


Council: 
Gentlemen—I herewith submit the 


annual report of the Fire Department 
for the year ending December 31. 1899. 
giving in detail tho work of the depart- 
ment, the losses sustained with insur- 
ance involved and insurance paid; the 
expense of maintaining the department; 
its present condition '• and needs, to- 
gether with such recommendations us 
are required to be made by 
engineer. 
The chief engineer congratulates tno 


mayor and common council, as well us 
the citizens of Janesville, that we have 
escaped serious loss by tire during the 
year, notwithstanding we have "broken 
all previous records" in regard to the 
number of fires and alarms. 


During the year there were sixty-six 


alnrms sent in by the fire alarm system 


- 
four by telephone, and eighteen incip 
ient fires occurred for which no alarm 
was sent to the fire dopnrtmont. making 
a total of eighty-eight fires and alarms 
Hosa was laid at thirty-three fires: fit 
teen fires were extinguished with chemi 
cals carried by the fire patrol—no watei 
being thrown. In answering the alarms 
the department 
traveled thirty-foui 


miles; laid twenty-five thousand three 
hundred and fifty feet of hose: raised 
three hundred and fifty four feet of lad 
ders; used twenty-seven charges oC 
chemicals; spread ten covers, and was 
in actual service thirty seven hours anc 
titty-nine minutes.

Its glory 


has departed. The streets are narrow 
and dirty. The houses arc small and 
many ID ruins. There is a public square 
around which are the stores. 
In this 


square lying about the fountain are 
camels and the many dogs of the city. 
The houses look like a big box. Outside 
of the city you see many fruit trees anrl. 
gardens that are irrigated by water chat 
is pumped up by the donkeys, 


If we look at the history of Joppa we 


must go back into mythology. 
These 


legends have many lessons for us. 
We 


need tbo spirit of sacrifice that is taught 
by these old stories. The first story in 
the Old Testament in relation to Joppa 
is that oE Jonah. 
To me this story is 


one of indifference whether it be history 
or parabl*. The lesson that it teaches 
is the same.

year wore $7,447.0-'. The expenses fur 1898 wore 


During tho year ono of the department horses 


was sold for £7f> and another horse purchased 
forSl,S5. The department now lias four old 
horsey, one is boin^ used by the chief engineer, 
one by the street commissioner, ono is iu the 
country, and the fourth—just relieved from sub- 
stitute duty—is bei:t« cured for by the depart- 
ment. I would recommend that thc_ disposition 
of these horses bo given to Ihe chairman of thu 
lire and wate.r committee and chief engineer, tro 
sell or trade 'as they may doom for thu best in-

A simple cabinet design requires a 


•couple of shoe boxes or any oblong 
boxes of equal dimensions. Turn cue 
on its side and stand the other upon it 
j>t. the left.

•for the division below and the shelf 
Jibove. Measure the back, one edge be-

BRYAN IS SHIFTY. 


If W. J. Bryan was a pugilist he 


would bo called a "shifty fighter." No- 
body would be able to conquer him, be- 
cause like the Irishman's flea, "when 
you put your linger on htm he would be 
somewhere else." But Bryan isn't a 
pugilist, 
and 
shifty tactics are not 


admired outside of the prize ring. 


Four years ago Bryan was campaign- 


ing for silver. He told the people of the 
dire consequence that would follow hia 
defeat, but they voted him down. None 
of his predictions came true, but on the 
contrary unexampled prosperity ecsued. 
This fact disconcerted Bryan for a time 
but he shifted about and was just get- 
ting used to the new order of things 
when the war clouds began to gather. 
Then Bryan shifted again, and began to 
clamor loudly for a brigadier general's 
commission. 
He admitted that he wns 


in no wuy qualified to command 3000 
soldiers, but he wanted the commission 
just the same. 
We didn't get it, so he 


shifted about and accepted command of 
a Nebraska regiment by oppointment 
from the governor. 
Then he was hot 


for war and blood. Things were not as 
they seemed, however, so Bryan shifted 
again and resigned his commission al 
most before he had learned that "right 
forward fours right" differed from -'left 
forward fours left." 
He didn't go to 


war, but shitted about and staid home 
and kicked. Somehow, the war was won 
without hia aid, so Rryan shifted again, 
and consistently—naving _ resigned 
his 


commission almost in the face of the 
enemy—took the position that the fruits 
of the fighting should be abandoned. 
Aguinaldo, he insisted, wns a patriot 
and a George Washington. 
The Fili- 


pinos should have independence. 
They 


were capable, and had won their liberty, 
he said, and should be lot loose. 
But 


his theory was repudiated, so Bryan 
shifted again, declaring that ho favored 
expansion in everything but the matter 
of the Philippines—the inlands were 
"tOD .far away." The inhabitants, he 
said were not fit for self government, 
and there was no more George Washing- 
ton about 
Aguinaldo than there was 


nbout John Brown. Theao shifts, how- 
ever, did not have tha desired effect so 
Bryan looked about him to HOC where he 
could shift again. It took him some 
time to mnke up hia mind to shift on the 
question of free silver, but ho finally did 
so. 
The cursing that he got from hia 


deluded followers, however, caused him 
to quickly shift back again. 
Then he 


pondered awhile and decided to shift 
from free wool to protected wool, but 
again shifted back almost before his ink 
ivns dry. 


In the meantime he had found time, to 


shift about, somewhat, in the matter of 
motives. 
4t first he claimed to be 


seeking 
ofllce 
on 
the 
ground 


of 
the 
public 
good, 
but, deem- 


ing it to his 
advantage, he shitted 


about and wrote a letter saying that he 
"wanted the money, not the honor." 
Finding the announcement was hurting 
him, he shifted again, 
and denied the 


authorship of the letter. 


Numerous minor shifts had been made 


from time to time, but, in brief, 
the 


above is an accurate list of the more ira'- 
portant changes mado by this political 
acrobat during the past four years. 


With almost anyone else, the question 


would be, "what will he do next?" but 
with Bryan no inquiry is mado. 
Every- 


one knows that the people have shitted 
him once, and th~y will shift bleu again. 


That he will be reuominated is not 


disputed, because it is generally con- 
ceded that the party he represents is as 
shifty as he is. 
But 
shifty people 


never have the publir confidence, so 
Bryan, and all bis lightning change 
artist backers will go down in defeat 
again—in a defeat that will bury them 
for all time. Then Bryan will cease to 
shift, but his party will keep on shifting 
about until the last trace of Bryanism is 
gone. By that time—perhaps twenty 
years hence—democracy will b&reunited, 
and when a "shifty 
candidate" shows 


his head, more than four thousand peo- 
ple will punch it at the same 
time. 


Shifty policies have 
been tried 
and 


found wanting, but a shifty reputation 
is a hard thing to "shake"—as both 


Bryan and his party doubtless will 
realize." 


J. S. Clarkson of Iowa, will no bo 


elected to the senate secretaryship. 
It 


was generally conceded that 
he would 


get the place, but 
when tvyo letters, 


tvritten four years ago, came to the sur- 
face, Clarkson lost the support of Presi- 
dent McKinley's friends. Now he is "out 
and injured." 
Facts 
are stubborn 


things. 


Both the citizens of J&oesviUe and 


Chief John Spencer are to be congrat- 
ulated on the showing made by the 
Fire Department during tha past year, 
Janesville's department ranks with the 
best in the country, it is run at an un- 
usually small cost, and is a model in 
every sunso of the word. 


A Chicago paper chronicle the fact 


that a scene in a police station was so 
sad that "it was affecting, even to the 
policemen." 
This is an interesting tact. 


The Chicago policemen are often touch- 
ing, but they are seldom "touched" 
themselves.

HOLIDAY BONBONS. 


French Candle*—Hovr to Mukc tlie 


Fonilisiit, Sltjiiic CenlerH, Etc. 


There are three steps Hi the process 


of making l<'rcnch candies—\\x. pre- 
paring the I'oiulain. shaping tlie ceu- 
tcrs ami tlippmy them. 
These steps 


the Boston Cooking School Magazine 
explains as follows iu couiiectiou with 
recipes fur Jiffisroiit varieties oi' bou- 
bous that can be made from fondant 
anil which need be limited only by the 
imagination ot tlie maker or the male- 
rials at hand: 


The Fondant.—Put two cups or oni» 


pound of granulated sugar, hall' a cup 
of water aiKl onc-1'our.th of a teaspoou- 
I'ul of croilm ot tartar in a sauce]>>An 
over the lire and boil without stirring, 
Dip the hand or a sponge iu cold water 
and wash down the crystals that ad- 
here to the sides of tlie saucepan \viUi- 
out touching the sirup below. Do uot 
jar or move the saucepan about on the 
stove lest the sirup become granular. 
Test the sirup ot'tcu by dipping a little 
wooden spoou in told water, then in 
the sirup and then again in cold water. 
When the sirup that adheres to the 
spoon can be worked into a soft ball, 
It is cooked or.oiif.th. Turn the mass ou 
to an oiled marble or platter and let it 
stand u n t i l a dent -Is'left on, the sur- 
face when the mass is pressed with tlie 
fiuger. If a crust forms upon the out- 
side, .it indicates that, the, boiling has 
been too much prolonged, a'nd the crust 
must be entirely removed, or the wholes 
mass may be vcturned to tlie saucepan, 
with two tafoUispooiil'uls of water, and 
boiled again. 
Now work it with a 


wooden spoon or paddle till the mass 
becomes a soft, smooth, creamy paste. 
Mold-as you would bread for a 'few mo- 
ments, then pack the fondant solidly In 
a glass or earthpu jar. cover closely 
with oiled paper and let stand at least 
2-1 hours before using. 


Shaping the Centers.—Put about half 


a pound of fondant on to a. slab, work 
into it halt' a teaspoonl'ul of vanilla ex- 
tract, then form into balls, egg shapes 
or cones nud set aside on paraffin pa- 
per for several hours to harden. 
The 


fondant ni.'iy also bu wrapped about a 
hazolnut or ahn'oncl, blanched, or about 
a candied cherry or other fruit cut in 
small pieces. 


Dipping the Centers.—Melt the other 


hall' of the fondant over hot water 
(double boiler), adding a. few drops of 
hot water Mtirl flavoring to suit the 
taste. The fondant may also be color- 
ed very delicately with color paste. 
The 'finautity of paste taken up on the 
point of a wooden skewer will be suffi- 
cient. 
Stir.the fondaut while melting 


and before dipping each piece of can- 
dy also. 
Keep it hot over hot water. 


and reheat the 'water as it cools. Thin' 
the foudaut with a few drops ot hot 
water whenever it is necessary. Drop 
a center into the fondant, take out 
with a candy dipper, removing all su- 
perfluous fondant by scraping the dip- 
per on the edp£ of the saucepan. Drop 
the cream on to paraffin paper.

ACTIONS OF HEARTLESS FATH- 


ER REVEALED IN COURT. 


Treats His Seven Small Children Like 


So Many Pigs—Neighbors Make the 
Complaint and Say Lynching is Too 
Good For Such a Man—Judge Fi- 
field Takes Action. 


For ill treating his seven small chil- 


dren and compelling his eleven year old 
daughter to drink a quart 
of whisky 


without stopping, James Arner, a worth 
less farmer residing near Beloit was this 
morning ordered by Judge C. L. Fifteld 
to surrender his two oldest 
daughters, 


Clara, aged nine years, and Jennie aged 
eleven years, to the Children's Home 
Society of Wisconsin with headquarters 
ia Milwaukee. 


Mrs. Arner died recently. 
Neighbors 


say that Arner has since kept his chil- 
dren doped with whisky 
They say he 


should bo lynched. 
Trouble 
IE feared 


when the charges are thoroughly inves- 
tigated. 


When the 
case was called in the 


municipal court this morning several 
witnesses testified. 
.Tames Arner, tho 


father, was not present nor were any of 
his children. 


The testimony given by those who 


testified brands the father as being 
nothing short of an inhuman brute. The 
first witness sworn was Charles 1), Mer- 
rill, officer 
of the Children's Home 


Society of Wisconsin. 
Officer Merrill 


testified as to being notified bv letter of 
the inhuman way the father was acting 
and that ho was not capable of govern 
ing his children. 


Mr. Merrill said that Mrs. Arner was 


dead, and that the ages of the seven 
children ranged from eleven years to 
ten weeks. 
According to-the neighbors, 


Arner h«a been having housekeepers 
whose reputation would not bear close 
inspection. Ho would frequently go to 
town, got badly intoxicated and then 
come home and ill treat his children so 
that they would be compelled to run 
away from homo nnd hide. 
Frequently 


they remained away all night, for fear of 
being killed if they returned. 


Officer Wallace Cochrane also testified 


to James Arner frequently being arrest- 
ed and convicted on the charge of being 
drunk. 
Other witnesses testified that 


the eleven-year-old girl nearly died as 
the result of drinking a quart of whisky 
and that prompt medical service was all 
that saved her life. 


Tho court then ordered that Jennie 


and Clara Arner be placed in the .cus- 
tody of 
the Childrens' Home society, 


who in turn will provide suitable homes 
for them. 
Provision is now being made 


for the removal of the other five chil- 
dren.
